AFFECTS COUNTY FINANCES. 


SuMItsous of State May Issue Bonds 
Not Above $2 Per Capita, 


Guthrie, Ok., Jan. 29.—The bill by 


M r. Holland of Tulsa, which passed 
the house finally Tuesday, providing 
for financing the new counties of the 
state, will need, if counties draw to 
their full allotment, nearly $1,750,000. 
According to the special census of the 
two Feiritories taken during last sum­ 
mer and apportioned by the counties 
as the constitutional convention made 
them, there are about $24,000, or near­ 
ly 60 per cent, of the people in the 
new counties. 
The bill permits counties to issue 


b o n d s for sums equal to, but not to 
exceed $2 per capita of population. 
It must be stated in the bond issue 
for what the money is to be used, and 
comply with the general provisions as 


lo payment of interest yquidation etc. 
The money, it is intended, shall come 
from the school fund. In making ap­ 
plication for loans, the county must 
itemize its necessities, and authority 
ts lodged with the governor to dis­ 
allow as many of the items as he 
deems expedient. 8ome of the count­ 
ies, it is said, will not negotiate loans. 
The bill will be given early consider- 
itlozi in the senate.

TIME LOCK ON ELECTRIC STOVE. 


Clockwork Turns on the Heat During 


Early Morning Hours. 


Electric heating to be regulated by 


time lock is engrossing the spare time 
of Prof. Harmon W Morse of 
the 


chemical laboratory In Johns Hopkins 
university, says the New York Press 
He has invented an electric 
stove 


with a clockwork mechanism by which 
the heat may be turned on at any 
hour without personal attention. The 
device also operates to turn the beat 
off at any time required. It is the pro- 
fessor's aim to do away with the ne- 
cessity for early rising, so far as fur- 
nace tending is concerned. He be- 
lieves that by installing one of hia 
electric stoves in place- of a furnace 
the head of the household may 
lie 


abed as late as his business permits, 
secure in the knowledge the house is 
being kept at the proper temperature 
•without any effort on his jart. 


Frof Morse's stove looks like a pair 


of porcelain tubes 
He has not taken 


anybody save his model maker 
into 


his confidence in respect to the insldes 
of those tubes 
To outwarH seeming 


they are simplicity itself Nor is there 
anything complicated about the clock, 
so far as exterior appearance goes 
It 


is the professor's idea that on a warm 
evening, for instance, the householder, 
having lead in his morning paper that 
there will be a fall 
in 
temperature 


after midnight, shall set the 
time 


clock at 12 o'clock. 
When midnight 


arrives the clockwork turns on the 
heat and by the time the rattle of 
sleet against the pane half wakes the 
householder that worthy will be in po 
sitlon to smile at the icy weather and 
turn over for his second sleep.

Railroad, In Conjunction with Panama 


Canal, la Expected to Make 


Key West One of World's 


Great Harbors. 


By using the Florida keys as step' 


ping stones a railroad is being built 
over the open sea from the mainland 
half way to Cuba. The railroad goes 
to sea from a point below Miami on 
the east shore and after crossing 75 
| miles of open water by bridge or "via- 


duct and traversing 42 islands or keys 
terminates at Key West. 


It will soon be possible to enjoy the 


speed and luxury of modem railroad 
travel practically owt of sight o£ land. 
A great harbor is to be built at Key 
West, where trains may be run direct- 
ly upon great floats which will carry 
them to Havana in unbroken pack- 
ages. This direct connection with the 
mainland, with its saving of 18 hours 
time in transportation, it is believed 
will make Key West, with the opening 
of the Panama canal, one of the great- 
est seaports of the country. 


Engineers of the new load from the

PENSIONS FOR OLD EMPLOYES. 


Grand Trunk Railway System Has 


Inaugurated Good Scheme. 


On the first of January, 1908, the 


Grand Trunk Hallway system put a 
new pension scheme in effect. 
At a 


recent meeting of the directors in 
London Mr. Charles M Hays, second 
vice-president and general manager, 
who is also president of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific railway, was able to 
persuade the management 
that 
it 


would be In the interest of the owners 
of this property to pension employes 
who by old age and in other ways 
weie incapacitated 
The sum of $200, 


000 was set aside as a nucleus of the 
pension fund, and it is proposed to add 
to this fund $75,000 annually. By this 
scheme the employes are not asked tc 
contribute anything to the fund, but 
all will participate in this benefit from 
the highest to the lowest. Under the 
ternib of the pension every employe 
mubt retire at the age of 65 years 11 
an employe serves 15 yeais or more 
he is entitled to an annuity ot one 
per cent, of the average annual salar> 
paid for ten continuous je.irs 
Thus 


if a man has seived, say 30 yeais, le 
ceiving $1,000 pei year for an> ten 
years, he would be entitled to a one 
per cent of $1,000 multiplied by 30 
making a pension of $300 per annum 
Further piovi&ion makes a minimum 
allowance of $200 iriespeotne of the 
rate of pay or seivice. The fund will 
be administeied by a boaid chosen 
from the employes of the lailvray 
It 


is expected that this will serve as an 
inducement 
to 
train 
and 
engine 


men to seek service w ith this rapidtj 
growing system
